Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file expUcidy depicts sexual conduct. Due to some question as to the age of the 
subject the Classification Office has considered whether the image promotes or supports, or tends to 
promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes in terms of s3(2)(a) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, and has concluded that it does not. The 
young man whose body is the focus of the image may be aged in his late teens or early twenties, and 
he does not unequivocally present as a young person on the limited information available in the 
image. The unrestricted availability of the image is likely to be injurious to the public good given the 
manner in which it deals with matters of sex. The image is clearly intended for the purpose of adult 
sexual arousal. Society perceives harm in exposing children and teenagers to sexual material of this 
nature before they are developmentaUy ready, as it is likely to negatively affect their understanding of 
sexual behaviours. Balancing these harms against the right to freedom of expression as set out in the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, a restriction on the availability of this image to adults is a 
reasonable restriction in order to prevent injury to the public good.
